20—General 
Italo Balbo and a group of his sen­ 
ior officers took off this morning 
for Washington where they will be 
the guests of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.

A survey of the states in connection with unemployment relief 
funds brings good news.

CLOSING THE GAP 
The releasing of $115,513,610 of federal construction funds for n a­ 
tional and local projects, with insistence by the president th a t the latter 
be got under way as quickly as possible, means an early boost in pur­ 
chasing power. 
The effect should be to strengthen the foundations of 
the national recovery program. 
The fact th at the president and his advisers recognize the im­ 
portance of getting construction work going without delay probably 
means th at further allotments soon will be forthcoming. Comparatively 
little work yet has been started under the recovery act. 
The gap between consumption and production must be narrowed 
if the government's hope of an early restoration of prosperity is to be 
realized. 
Retail sales, according to the latest figures, are not keeping 
pace with increased production. This condition gives no cause for alarm. 
It may be due to several factors. Persons long out of employment and 
w'ho have had to go Into debt while waiting for things to “open up”, are 
likely, on regaining work, to use their surplus funds in paying their debts 
rather than for the purchase of unnecessary articles.

It required time for them 
to become adjusted to the practice of self-denial and it will require time 
for them to return to a more normal level of living. 
W ith work plentiful and fair wages prevailing, there will be little 
need for further incentive to increased buying—provided prices remain 
within reasonable bounds. 
The billions the government has authorized 
to be expended in giving work to the idle constitutes a back log of pur­ 
chasing pow'er that will be felt w'hen this money begins to get into cir­ 
culation. 
It is im portant, though, that no unnecessary time be lost in 
doing this.

Fair Competition. 
“This code is one of fair ccnnpeti- 
tion,” said Mr, Blair, “and will bene­ 
fit the entire steel Industry. 
Any 
fair m anufacturer can not possibly 
object to selling his product on an 
equal basis regarding term s of pay­ 
ment, basing points, wages paid, etc 
There arc no definite prices for the 
sale of the commodities, but. it is 
logical th at the government as well 
as the directors of the Iron and 
Steel 
Institute 
under 
emergency 
conditions would not want to see 
any unfair competition in prices. 
“Prom a buyer’s standpoint, 
if 
prices are approximately the same, 
he will naturally becmne much more 
interested and of much greater value 
in his petition as it will necessitate 
his detailed knowledge of the prod­ 
uct of each m anufacturer, the serv­ 
ice to be depended upon and the de­ 
sirability of his source of supply. 
General Advance. 
“The steel industry should be com­ 
mended upon the general advance 
already In effect in some companies 
and generally contemplated in the 
immediate future, as none of the 
m anufacturers have been benefltted, 
to date, by an increase in prices, nor 
will old commitments in many cases 
be entirely disposed of for at least 
several weeks to come. 
“So far as the Blair Strip Steel 
company is concerned, we have al­ 
ways been open shop. However, our 
employes both individually and In 
groups have always expressed, in a 


mean an immediate Increase in the 
number of employes, as we are now 
in the usual slack season, but ex­ 
pect to see a favorable pickup with­ 
in the next six weeks 
“The code proposed by the Iron 
and Steel Institute is a most radical 
departure from former methods of 
operation. 
It establishes minimum 
wage rates, maximum working hour 
schedules, fair competition among 
m anufacturers, and by one stroke 
dispoaes of many impediments that 
have stood in the way of fair com­ 
petition in the past. 
“Unfair practices are not tolerated 
under the code and any infraction of 
the code calls for several penalties 
to be levied. It is an unusual docu­ 
ment, the steel code, but I believe 
when it has been tried out long 
enough to see and know what can 
be done under it. the entire indus­ 
try will •benefit, both m anufacturer 
and employes.”

PUT IN PROTEST

20.—The 
“power trust” was charged today 
with seeking to perpetuate a mono­ 
poly in the electric lamp industry 
by slipping over a monopolistic “fair 
business” code on the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration. 
Spokesmen for independent lamp 
manufacturers declared they would 
be driven out of business by inclu­ 
sion in the code, drawn for the ad­ 
ministration by the National Electri­ 
cal Manufacturers Association. The 
Independents charged this associa­ 
tion merely acted for the “power 
trust” and was dcmiinated by the 
General Electric and Westinghouse 
Electric companies. 
Code Attacked. 
'The proposed code for the elec­ 
trical industry also was attacked by 
representatives of washing machine, 
radio, vacuum cleaners, telephone 
apparatus and gas appliance man­ 
ufacturers. 
Each group demanded 
the right to form a “fair business” 
code for its own particular Industry 
and protested sigainst being includ­ 
ed in the electrical code prepared by 
the National Electric Manufacturers 
A

The International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers also protested 
against allowing the Manufacturers 
Association to supervise the code. 
Charles L. Reed, attorney for the 
union, voiced this protest, 
“This association has been run­ 
ning the electrical industry and run­ 
ning it pretty ragged. We would be 
better off if you set up a Judge Lan­ 
dis for the industry.” 
J. S. 'Tritle. president of the asso­ 
ciation, insisted the code guaranteed 
free competition within the indus­ 
try but would wipe out cut-throat 
selling and unfair trade practices.

Council May Soon Take Ac­ 
tion To End Lon^ 
Controversy 


LARGE FUND IS 
TO B E D IV ID E D 


IndlcaticMis are that council will 
soon take action to end the con­ 
troversy between the Paid Firemen’s 
Beneficial association and the Fire­ 
men's Relief association as to the 
division of monies received by the 
city treasurer from the state from 
the tax on foreign fire insurance 
business. 
The firemen’s bodies, it 
is reported in city hall, are no near­ 
er an agreement now than months 
ago.
